Crombie also touted 
the developments in 
transit since she become 
Mayor in 2014. 

“Under my leadership, 
our transit map has 
changed significantly 
since 2014. We secured 
the largest transit invest- 
ment in our City’s history 

$1.4 billion for the 
Hurontario LRT. Con- 
struction has already 
begun,” she said to a 
round of applause. 

“The Hurontario LRT is 
a critical piece of our plan 
to break congestion and 
gridlock. It connects to 
two GO lines, our transit 
way, and to many local 
transit routes and will 
move thousands of peo- 
ple a day to where they 
need to go, while taking 


cars off the road. For the 
first time in 25 years, we 
have a plan for all-day, 
two-way GO on the Mil- 
ton Line. Right now, the 
train runs the wrong 
way.” 

Crombie says the City 
needs to think differently 
about how to get around 
in the city to alleviate 
gridlock, saying it 
shouldn’t take 30 min- 
utes to get from Square 
One to Port Credit.

Residents looking to get

The new centre joins one

85,000 residents annu- 
ally, and representatives 
anticipated that the new 
facility will ease wait 
times at five other sites 
throughout the GTA. 

With 25 kiosks, accessi- 
ble examination technol- 
ogy and tests available in 
over 25 languages, the 
new location is the largest 
in Ontario, said Kusan- 
dova. 

“We want to make life 
easier for those in On- 
tario,” she said, pointing 
to a number of new up- 
grades including stream- 
lined processes, increased 
operating hours and more 
staff for shorter wait 
times. 

The new centre is also 
expected to create approx- 
imately 40 new jobs, she 
said in a statement Tues- 
day evening. 

The centre will operate 
Monday to Saturday, from 
8:30 a.m. - 5 p.m.

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Going Google free is one small blow for freedom

It can be done, and I have 
proved it to myself. You can 
wean yourself off Google’s 
search engine and survive just 
fine. 

Google is almost a trillion 
dollar company, having cre- 
ated the best search engine on 
the planet whilst keeping its 
practices shrouded in secrecy. 
But its insidious attempts to 
skew public opinion, censor 
views they disagree with while 
cozying up to totalitarian 
regimes like China should ter- 
rify anyone who still values 
the right to formulate their 
own opinions free of creepy 
interference from a tech behe- 
moth.

A creeping sense of 
unease is the price one pays 
for taking the red pill instead 
of the blue one; for exposing 
virtual-monopolies who have 
weaponized their technolo- 
gies. 

We're addicted to the very 
technology that is now an ex- 
istential threat to the free- 
doms that separate us from 
the totalitarian Communist 
Chinese system which Justin 
Trudeau admires so much. 

The technology itself is not 
the problem, but placed it in 
the hands of evil people, it be- 
comes a nightmare. Merely 
making billions of dollars is no 
longer a big enough thrill for 
these tech giants; they must 
have control over the way we 
think and behave. 

Power hasn’t just corrupted 
Google; it embodies it like 
Satan did Linda Blair in The 
Exorcist. 

Imagine the courage it took 
for those seven Google em- 
ployees to quit last week; a 
handful of brave souls who ex- 
tricated themselves from the 
‘Goolag’s’ tentacles in protest 
over the tech giant’s increas- 
ingly creepy practices. Those 
people should be nominated 
for the Nobel Peace Prize, 
given they'll be looking over 


their shoulder the rest of their 
lives wondering when and 
how they'll be made to suffer 
for turning on Big Brother. 

Revelations are leaking out 
about Google’s work on Proj- 
ect Dragonfly, the censored 
search app for the Chinese 
market. Anyone who thinks 
Google’s partnership with 
China’s regime is solely about 
censoring content for that 
country’s population is miss- 
ing the broader, terrifying 
agenda. 

The Chinese regime’s push 
to control the entire Internet 
is ultimately an act of self- 
preservation. No amount of 
geo-blocking would ever be 
enough for them. China can- 
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not restrict its own popula- 
tion’s freedom forever unless 
the entire Internet is censored 
and they know it. 

Its ruthless domestic cam- 
paign of burning books, send- 
ing political dissidents to 
labour camps by the thou- 
sands, bulldozing churches 
and executing critics isn’t 
enough. It must extinguish the 
light of freedom outside its 
borders. 

Western-style freedom and 
a wide-open Internet are an 
existential threat to China’s 
totalitarian rulers. The intro- 
duction of capitalism means 
Chinese people are getting 
richer. The wealthier they get, 
the more they want western 
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style freedoms. 

They want to have a say in 
how they are governed mean- 
ing a real vote and real choice. 
They want to be free to criti- 
cize the fascist dictators run- 
ning the place. In short, they 
want more of what we have. 

The Internet, and capital- 
ism, are making it harder than 
ever to keep the Chinese peo- 
ple under the communist 
boot. So while weak-minded 
people like Justin Trudeau ex- 
press admiration for China’s 
fascist government, the Chi- 
nese people are growing rest- 
less because they want more 
freedom. 

It’s not enough for them to 
have money. The more free- 
dom they see in others, the 
more they want for them- 
selves. 

But in order to maintain 
their iron grip on power, Chi- 
nese leaders need to export to- 
talitarianism, rather than 
import western style democ- 
racy. Hence we see the infil- 
tration and co-opting of our 
cultural industries like jour- 
nalism, TV and Hollywood, 
our education system, and our 
corporations including tech- 
nology giants like Google. 

That’s why Google is creat- 
inga Nai be sana search en- 
gine for prison inmates, not 
just for China but for every- 
one. Ultimately, it’s about a 
global push to restrict our 


freedoms. 

Chinese fascist leaders be- 
lieve and rightfully so, either 
the west becomes more like 
them, or Chinese people will 
ultimately force democratic 
reforms in their own country. 
The elites will resist those 
democratic reforms at all cost. 

In a country where political 
dissent is crushed, where po- 
litical critics end up in prison 
camps, where Christianity and 
other religions are brutally 
suppressed, the Chinese fas- 
cist government likes things 
under their control. 

Google has looked into its 
crystal ball and has decided 
the future belongs to Chinese 
style totalitarianism, not to 
freedom. They've opted for 
evil because they question our 
capacity to defend freedom. 

Unfortunately, the more 
power we give Google, the 
more likely that vision of hell 
becomes our reality. 

The act of one person may 
not amount to much, but if 
that act inspires other,s it be- 
comes revolutionary. That’s 
why green-shoots are popping 
up everywhere from America, 
to Italy, to Hungary, Ontario 
and elsewhere. On to week 
two of being (more or less) 
Google free.

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Spike in crime, violence a key election issue, says Starr

The recent spike in violent 
crime is a key issue at the 
door during this municipal 
election campaign, accord- 
ing to Councillor Ron Starr. 

“People are starting to feel 
unsafe. Even though Missis- 
sauga is the safest city in 
Ontario, people are starting 
to wonder if there’s a 
change happening.” 

Starr is seeking re-election 
in Mississauga’s Ward 6 
against 10 challengers. He 
says many of his con- 
stituents want to talk about

crime. 

Peel Weekly News caught 
up with Starr at Bonnie 
Crombie’s re-election cam- 
paign launch Monday. 

“They see the stats and the 
numbers in other areas, 
Brampton, Toronto espe- 
cially other cities and they 
wonder is that going to hap- 
pen to us?” 

In Peel, there have already 
been 20 murders this year 
compared with 16 all of last 
year. In 2017, cops seized 
429 firearms off the streets 


of Peel. By July of this year, 
police had already seized 
247 firearms off the streets 
of Brampton and Missis- 
sauga. 

In her speech Monday 
evening, Bonnie Crombie 
promised action aimed at 
trying to keep young people 
from entering a life of crime. 

"At the City and Region 
level, I will be asking staff to 
see if we can invest more 
money in our youth pro- 
gramming, so that youth 
have more options to con-

nect and build their confi- 
dence in safe and welcom- 
ing environments. If we can 
set a child on the right path 
today, they will not wind up 
on the wrong path tomor- 
row,” she said. 

Police Chief Jennifer 
Evans has asked the 
province to give Peel Region 
more cash to deal with vio- 
lent crime after Toronto re- 
ceived an additional $25 
million to fight guns and 
gangs. 

“Toronto is receiving 
funds from the province, 
and I would like to see Mis- 
sissauga and Brampton get 
a share of that,” Evans 
added. “My concern is for 
my community and for my 
officers responding to these 
calls. My hope is these ad- 
ditional funds will help alle- 
viate the strain.” 

Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey echoed those senti- 
ments. “The chief and I both 
believe that Toronto should- 
n't be the only place that 
gets that infusion of cash to 
make sure that we’re prop- 
erly resourced. The guns 
and gangs don’t actually re- 
spect borders,” she said. 


Starr says the City can’t af- 
ford huge increases in the 
Police budget but says it 
needs to be more involved 
in dealing with crime. 

“We have to be proactive. 
We're having a summit next 
Friday on safety and what 
we can do at the municipal 
level. Lots of time we say, 
‘let the feds do it, let the 
province do it.’ It is time we 
as municipal leaders do our 
part.” 


He says it’s important the 
City partner with the 
province and the feds to 
help deal with the problem. 

“The first thing we do is 
we have to have a game plan 
and the dollars required for 
it. It isn’t just a matter of 
putting more police in cars 
or whatever. How do we use 
the best people available to 
do that. That’s what's going 
to happen.” 


Anti-Crombie sentiment runs deep, says mayoralty rival

Bonnie Crombie may be 
well known, but she’s not 
well liked by Mississauga 
voters, according to a con- 
troversial candidate run- 
ning against her. 

“Tm talking to about 
four associations a day 
and she is a very unpopu- 
lar individual,” says Kevin 
J. Johnston. 


Johnston and a handful 
of supporters held a rally 
in Streetsville down the 
street from the Portuguese 
Cultural Centre, where 
Bonnie Crombie launched 
her re-election campaign 
for Mayor of Mississauga 
Monday evening. 

“Bonnie Crombie’s 
methodology of taking 


your money and giving 
you nothing in return has 
made her unpopular,” he 
said. 

In July of last year, 
Johnston was charged 
with willful promotion of 
hatred, in connection to 
some videos he posted on- 
line. 

At the time, Peel Police 
said charges resulted from 
“a lengthy investigation 
into numerous incidents 
reported to police, involv- 
ing Kevin Johnston and 
concerns information 
published on various so- 
cial media sites.” 

After 15 months, there 
has been little movement 
in this matter in the 
courts, and Johnston says 
he expects the charges to 
be dropped. 

“T have not entered a 
plea and it looks like 
they’re going to throw the 
charges out in October.” 

The charge against 
Johnston proceeded only 
after approval by the On- 
tario Attorney General’s 


office. Johnston claims 
the legal action against 
him was politically moti- 
vated after he announced 
his decision to run for 
mayor last year. 

“The crown attorney has 
not built a case against me 
in any way,” he said. 
Crombie is on record as 
saying Johnston’s state-

ments are ‘hateful’ and 
have no place in the public 
discourse. 

In her speech to sup- 
porters, Crombie said she 
would continue to stand 
up against bigotry and 
racism if she’s elected to a 
second term. 

"Should you do me the 
honour of re-electing me, 


I will continue to be tena- 
cious in keeping Missis- 
sauga an open, inclusive 
and welcoming City for 
all, no matter your race, 
religion, creed, ethnicity 
or sexual orientation. You 
better be sure that if I see 
hate or discrimination, I 
am going to call it out,” 
Crombie said.

Amazon HQ2 winner to be announced 


later this year

The GTA will learn within 
a few months whether it will 
be the host city for e-com- 
merce giant Amazon’s sec- 
ond headquarters, after 
Seattle. 

Amazon CEO and richest 
man in the world Jeff Bezos 
says the hotly contested 
project, and its billions in 
economic spinoffs, will be 
announced by the end of this 
year. 

In an interview at the Eco- 
nomic Club in Washington 
D.C., Bezos told David 
Rubenstein, the president of 
the club, that "the answer is 
very simple. We will answer 
the decision before the end 
of the year.”Bezos said his 
team at Amazon is "working 
hard" to select the winner of 
HQ2, but declined to share 
further information on the 
process. 

The GTA bid is on the 
short list of 20 finalists, 
which also includes Wash- 
ington D.C., northern Vir- 
ginia, and Montgomery 
Country, Maryland. 

A year ago, Mississauga 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie, 


Brampton’s Linda Jeffrey, 
Toronto’s John Tory and 
other local leaders in Halton, 
York and Durham approved 
the launch of a GTA-wide 
bid for the Amazon project, 
with the help of the federal 
and provincial governments. 

The cities are working with 
Toronto Global to attract 
foreign investment to the 
GTA. 

Toronto Global Chairman 
Mark Cohon said the bid will 
highlight the GTAs many at- 
tractive qualities as a busi- 
ness centre. 

“As the commercial centre 
of the country, this is the 
Toronto region’s opportu- 
nity to showcase our attrac- 
tive regional building sites, 
highlight our expansive and 
rapidly growing technology 
ecosystem, and introduce 
the depth and breadth of our 
global talent pool,” he said. 

Bezos, who reportedly 
earns the staggering sum of 
$268m a day, has come 
under increasing fire for 
paying his average ware- 
house workers $15 an hour. 

Socialist U.S Senator 


Bernie Sanders tabled a bill 
called the “Stop Bezos Act", 
requiring employers like 
Amazon to pick up the bill 
for whatever government so- 
cial assistance programs 
their employees need to 
make ends meet, including 
food stamps and_ public 
housing. 

Even as he was facing crit- 
icism for accumulating the 
kind of wealth that dwarfs 
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some countries while paying 
modest salaries, Bezos an- 
nounced details of his new 
$2 billion philanthropic 
fund, saying he will soon 
start "hiring an executive 
team" to operate education 
programs, which will be run 
by Bezos himself, he said. 

He says the fund could 
grow in the future; stressing 
the initiative is still at "Day 
One." 


A19 year-old Mississauga 
man is in custody after rid- 
ing on top of a moving GO 
Train and posting video of 
the act online, according to 
Peel Police. 

The arrest was announced 
Tuesday afternoon, follow- 
ing a viral video that de- 
picted an individual holding 
a camera and filming the 
view from a GO Train as it 
moved westbound along the 
Lakeshore West line in 2017. 

The video gained promi- 
nence earlier this month, 
prompting Metrolinx and 12 
Division’s Criminal Investi- 
gation Bureau to begin a 
search for the culprit. 

Police subsequently lo- 
cated and arrested a 19 year- 
old male on Monday 
evening and charged him 


under the Railway Safety 
Act. 

The culprit was consid- 
ered a young person at the 
time the incident occurred, 
according to the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act, and 
therefore his ey is not 
being released by police. 

He will appear in Bramp- 
ton court at a future date for 
a hearing. 

Investigators are still look- 
ing for any additional infor- 
mation related to the case. 
Those with any video show- 
ing the incident are asked to 
call 12 Division Criminal In- 
vestigation Bureau at (905) 
453-2121, ext.

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Peel’s Choice: Separation or Amalgamation?

Not since the Region of 
Peel was established in 
1974 by the government of 
Bill Davis has the possibil- 
ity of a major shakeup in 
regional politics seemed 
more real. 

Prior to the election of 
Doug Ford, the only major 
change expected in our 
neck of the woods was the 
Wynne government’s 
move to make the Regional 
Chair an elected position. 

Today, after watching 
the lengths to which our 
current provincial govern- 
ment will take to affect the 
governance of the most 
important municipality in 
the country, one can only 
wonder what’s next. 

Hazel McCallion’s dream 
of separation from Peel 
Region seems plausible 
now. After all, McCallion 
supported Doug Ford for 
Premier and the two made 
a big deal about it. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
was one of the first and 


only politicians to stand up 
behind the Premier when 
legislation was first intro- 
duced to affect changes to 
the regional chair seat. 
Crombie said that “an ap- 
pointed chair saves tax- 
payers money.” 

Was a deal made for sep- 
aration? 

In 2017, Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey was the only re- 
gional politician that was 
in favour of electing the 
Chair by a 22-1 decision. 
Jeffrey has argued that 
Mississauga has benefited 
from infrastructure devel- 
opment and it is Bramp- 
ton’s time to receive the 
same. 

Would amalgamation of 
Brampton and Missis- 
sauga be the better option? 
It would fit inline with the 
Premier’s goals of a 
smaller and more efficient 
government. 

If municipal boundaries 
were aligned with provin- 
cial and federal ridings, 
the “City of Peel” could 
eliminate an entire level of 
government and form a 
reasonably-sized council 


of 12 members. 

We could also combine 
fire and emergency serv- 
ices, transit systems, and 
all manner of administra- 
tive staff. It worked out 
great in Toronto. Right? 

The amalgamated city 
would become Canada’s 
third largest, just behind 
Montreal. We wouldn’t be 
ignored nationally as bed- 
room communities any- 
more. 

The current cohort of 
candidates running for 
municipal seats may be the 
last that can try to win on 
small budgets. 

If or when ward popula- 
tions move from 65,000 to 
130,000, candidates will 
need to raise a lot more 
money and be much more 
organized. Perhaps even 
more so than their provin- 
cial and federal counter- 
parts who can rely on their 
charismatic leaders for a 
bulk of their votes. 

So many questions. So 
few answers. Are you still 
buckled up, folks?

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Ontario Libs ignored engineering advice on renewables

Ontario's Green Energy Act 
became law in 2009, and 
with it the draconian enact- 
ment of a failed energy policy 
involving the contracting and 
installation of industrial 
wind turbines and solar pan- 
els throughout the province, 
against the will of many mu- 
nicipalities and Ontario citi- 
zens. 

The Liberal government 
plan was to rid the province 
of coal-fired electricity and 
make Ontario a powerhouse 
in renewable energy manu- 
facturing. 

Jim MacDougall, a former 
employee of the now defunct 
Ontario Power Authority 
(OPA) and the person re- 
sponsible for design and im- 
plementation of the 
province’s _Feed-in-Tariff 
(FIT) and Micro-FIT pro- 
grams, was the lead engineer 
responsible for designing 
and implementing these two 
key components of the plan 
that saw billions of dollars in 
green-energy contracts 
awarded to solar and wind 
companies. 

Ina recent Global News in- 
terview, MacDougall stated 
that the Liberal government 
ignored expert advice that, if 
followed, could have saved 
Ontario electricity customers 
billions of dollars in unneces- 
sary spending. He also noted 
that the government never 
provided details of public 
promises about how much 
the plan would cost Ontari- 
ans — even though he asked 
the ministry responsible to 
provide this information two 
months before the Green En- 
ergy Act was passed. 

Other energy experts and 
policy advisors involved in 
the early analysis of the gov- 
ernment's plan for imple- 
menting renewables have 
also complained that their 
advice was ignored and that 
despite these concerns, the 
government just steam- 
rollered ahead with a poorly 
thought-out program, with- 
out any business plan, push- 
ing ahead with its green 
energy program, to the detri- 
ment of Ontario electricity 
customers. 

Over 4,000 pages of docu- 
mentation obtained by 
Global News - emails, minis- 
terial briefings and other 
documents leading up to and 
after the FIT and Micro-FIT 
programs were launched, 
point to a total lack of under- 
standing of the issues raised 
by MacDougall and others. 

The government’s own ex- 
perts, whose job it was to de- 


sign and implement the 
province’s energy policies, 
pointed out that technologies 
such as solar power needed 
to be developed gradually, to 
prevent a potential flood of 
renewable-energy contracts 
from overwhelming the 
province’s electricity system 
and sending hydro bills sky- 
rocketing, in the face of an 
uncertain and major move 


into renewable energy 
sources. 
A draft report prepared by 


the OPA in the spring of 
2009, before the Green En- 
ergy Act was passed — 
warned against unchecked 
growth of the emerging re- 
newables industries, an obvi- 
ous indication of how 
worried the OPA was about 
the potential impact the 
rapid growth of these tech- 
nologies could have on On- 


tario electricity customers. 

Ignoring this advice, notes 
MacDougall, meant that the 
government missed an op- 
portunity to save billions of 
dollars had they allowed the 
renewables industry to grow 
slowly, not to mention the 
slower growth of hydro costs 
which would have occurred. 

In its infinite wisdom, the 
government never imple- 
mented the recommenda- 
tions of the OPA and others, 
and a large number of con- 
tracts were signed in the first 
two years of the oe 
representing roughly 80 per 
cent of the renewable power 
purchased through the plans 
over the past decade. 

So why was the govern- 
ment in a hurry to imple- 
ment renewables - both wind 
turbines and solar energy - 
despite the fact that the OPA 
wanted renewable energy in 
the province to grow ‘at a 
snail’s pace?’ 

Pushed by a cabal of indus- 
try groups and individual in- 


vestors, the government in- 
stead chose to implement a 
policy that saw the floodgates 
opened wide. In fact, some 
reports indicate that at stake- 
holder meetings industry 
groups and individuals, some 
with strong Liberal ties, were 
pressing the government to 
increase prices. Obviously, 
the smell of lucrative busi- 
ness deals and huge profits 
was in the air. 

OPA planned to establish a 
timeline against how quickly 
new projects would get de- 
veloped, instead, because of 
government haste imple- 
ment renewables, there was 
a big uptake in year one and 
year two, followed by a 
tremendous decline in subse- 
quent years. 

It was just too much, too 
quickly. 

One of the key factors in 


the OPA’s advice to the gov- 
ernment was the recognition 
that the costs of producing 
solar and other renewable 
energy in Ontario were de- 
clining rapidly at the time the 
Green Energy Act was 
signed. 

To counter this steep de- 
cline in the cost of solar, the 
OPA recommended the gov- 
ernment lower the prices en- 
ergy companies were paid to 
produce electricity, allowing 
the price of electricity to au- 
tomatically adjust after a cer- 
tain amount of electricity was 
purchased, to ensure new 
contracts received the lower 
prices. Unfortunately, this 
process was never imple- 
mented. 

The reason for this, accord- 
ing to a 2011 report from the 
auditor general, was because 
the government chose 'stabil- 
ity' for energy investors over 
protecting the pocketbooks 
of consumers. 

The OPA had presented 
the automatic price reduc- 


tion as a policy option during 
public consultations before 
the Green Energy Act was 
passed and the 2011 auditor 
general’s report noted that it 
was the government’s deci- 
sion to abandon this policy — 
a policy the report said could 
have saved Ontarians $2.6 
billion in additional spending 
on ground-mounted solar 
alone had it not been counter 
to the government’s wrong- 
headed goals. 

Rebuilding the province’s 
nuclear plants, investing in 
transmission improvements 
and constructing new hydro- 
electric dams in northern 
Ontario, all contributed to 
upward pressure on electric- 
ity prices, noted George 
Smitherman, Minister of En- 
ergy at the time. However, 
the Liberal government can- 
not escape the fact that its 


faulty focus on a rush to re- 
newable energy, despite 
some benefits claimed, was a 
key factor in escalating hydro 
prices, which are today 
among the highest in North 
America. 

Meanwhile, the Independ- 
ent Electricity System Oper- 
ator (IESO), which merged 
with the OPA in 2015, says it 
was instructed to design the 
programs, and when issues 
arose, they responded appro- 
priately and worked to lessen 
the impact on ratepayers by 
making changes. 

Obviously, this process did 
not work, because in a 2015 
report Auditor General Bon- 
nie Lysyk stated that Ontari- 
ans wall pay as much as $9.2 
billion in unnecessary spend- 
ing directly linked to the pur- 
chase of renewable energy 
under the FIT and Micro-FIT 
programs, when compared 
to earlier schemes for buying 
renewable power. The OPA 
challenged this number at 
the time, saying it was actu- 


ally closer to $5.3 billion, still 
a significant number for a 
government which had 
claimed earlier that the plan 
would add about one per 
cent a year for 15 years to the 
cost of electricity bills in On- 
tario. 

Reflecting on the wind en- 
ergy component of the re- 
newables program, 
MacDougall notes that "the 
size of wind farms would 
have made price declines for 
wind difficult, if not impossi- 
ble. Ultimately, he says a pro- 
gram like FIT may not have 
been the best method for se- 
curing wind energy if cost 
was the determining factor. I 
believe that a competitive 
procurement process for 
wind - meaning companies 
bid for contacts proposing 
different prices based on 
their expected costs - would 


have yielded lower prices.” 

After early problems with 
the FIT and Micro-FIT pro- 
grams, the government 
made changes in 2013, so 
any project larger than 500- 
kilowatts capacity would be 
procured through a compet- 
itive bid process. And while 
many of the contracts signed 
under the FIT and Micro-FIT 
programs don’t expire until 
the early-2030s, the govern- 
ment says these programs 
are now dead. 

The OPA was never able to 
justify or explain the cost fig- 
ures provide by the Liberal 
government, and the opposi- 
tion parties criticized the es- 
timates, noting that they did 
not add up, and OPA staff 
who were responsible for fig- 
uring out exactly how much 
the plan would cost, had no 
idea where Smitherman was 
getting his information. 

One analyst wrote in an 
email that he was very un- 
comfortable using the gov- 
ernment figures and further 


investigation was required. 

Doubt was also cast by 
MacDougall on the govern- 
ment's claim that 'the plan 
would add about one per 
cent a year for 15 years to the 
cost of electricity bills,’ and 
he stated at the time that he 
had no information to sup- 
port the claim. When he 
asked the Ministry for de- 
tails, he never heard back. 

Former Minister of Energy 
Smitherman noted that he 
had a problem understand- 
ing the email questions from 
the OPA staff, noting that the 
cost estimates presented to 
the committee and to the 
public were approved by cab- 
inet and developed by the 
ministry with advice from 
the OPA. 

However, despite Smither- 
man’s assertions, which are 
at odds with OPA state- 
ments, as time has unfolded 
and the significant impact of 
sky-rocketing energy costs 
have become evident to every 
Ontario consumer of electric- 
ity - that's all of us - it is ob- 
vious that the public was 
misled. 

While Ontarians were told 
the Green Energy Act would 
have marginal impact on 
their bills, in reality it ap- 
pears neither the govern- 
ment nor those tasked with 
designing key components of 
the plan had any indication 
of what it would cost, and the 
projected increase in hydro 
costs bore no relation to real- 
Ity. 
As many knowledgeable 
observers noted at the time 
and since, there was no rea- 
son for the province's energy 
program to turn out the way 
it did, with renewables failing 
to meet any more than a 
small percentage of the 
province's electrical energy 
requirements, and at 
tremendous cost to con- 
sumers. 

This failed energy policy 
was largely a product of the 
provincial government's total 
failure to follow the advice of 
knowledgeable engineering 
and planning staff, and to 
forge ahead into the un- 
known and uncharted waters 
of renewable energy, as it 
was foisted onto the 
province. The government 
went ahead with policies and 
programs that it was advised 
were going to be costly, inef- 
fective and inefficient. 

The government pushed 
ahead when it should have 
stood down, never acknowl- 
edging the folly of its Green 
Energy Act.

sources. 

The campaign is the 
most ambitious in the 
organization’s history, 
said Porter.

"We are so excited to be 
in Canada, and to be part of 
a North American league," 
said MASL Commissioner 
Joshua Schaub, who spoke 
at the event and introduced 
the MetroStars' executive 
team, which includes a 
who's-who of soccer leg- 
ends including president 
Serge Giancola and 
GM/coach Phil Ionadi. 

Superstar player Dwayne 
DeRosario, fresh off his 
trio of friendly matches as 
part of the Canadian Arena 
Soccer League earlier this 
year, will come out of re- 


tirement to play for the 
MetroStars. 

The Mississauga team is 
the first in a series of 
planned launches that will 
take place across the coun- 
try, in hopes to build a 
Canadian branch of the 
MASL, said Schaub.
